No Secret Meetings, 
Mayor Yannier Told 

City Council Tuesday night backed right up in its plan 
to install a city manager form of government for Sierra 
Madre, thus making City Administrator Lawrence C. Bev¬ 
ington virtual boss of the Police Department, including 
Chief Gordon G. McMillan and all city employes. 

Such action, had it been approved, would have made 
Bevington a city dictator to all practical purposes. The 
city now has the city administrator form of government 
with the Police Department directly responsible to the 
Council. Sierra Madre city employes are not under Civil 
Service. 

Council, at its meeting two weeks previously, had 
waited until adjournment time at 10:30 to slip through a 
resolution asking City Atty. Charles R. Martin to bring 
in a sample ordinance depicting the city manager form 
and its comparisons with the city administrative method. 

This Tuesday night, Councilmen Severin L. Sorenson 
moved that this motion be tabled — for the time being — 
contending that the question was worthy of further and

Gloria Hinshaw, children’s 
librarian, will be on hand at

Each child must present a 
library card and must fol¬ 
low the Park Library rules. 

PARK LIBRARY SERVICE 
is not uncommon in the 
United States today. Jose¬ 
phine Terry, city librarian, 
points that in most cases 
this service is accomplished 
by means of bookmobiles. 


Rev. Gerge W. Lindsay, Li¬ 
brary Board chairman, has 
the distinction of pioneering 
park library service in Ore¬ 
gon during the depression 
years. 

Since maintaining a book¬ 
mobile is out of the question, 
this service will be made 
possible by the cooperation 
of the community and the 
Park and Recreation Depart¬ 
ment of the city. 


SIERRA VISTA PARK was 

chosen because of the num¬ 
ber of children who congre¬ 
gate there using the pool fa¬ 
cilities. It is hoped that the 
“enrichment of r e a d i n g’” 
will reach those children 
whose parents find it diffi¬ 
cult to bring them to the 
library, and those who are 
not in walking distance to 
the library. 


MILTON D. EMERSON, 

new member of the board, 
former councilman and now 
San Marino city engineer, 
had disqualified himself 
from voting by speaking 
against the Nuetzel proposal 
at a previous meeting. 

Letters numbering 116 op¬ 
posing the request had been 
received by the commission 
and at City Hall. 

Nuetzel has offered the 
city 5 acres of his property 
for a city park andl several 
acre-feet of water which 
flows through his land. His 
presentation, made Thurs¬ 
day night, was offered by 
Richard Jones of TEC, Inc., 
of Pico Rivera, engineering 
firm which has developed 
plans for the apartment 
houses. Nuetzel also will de¬ 
velop four adequate streets 
in the area. 

HE ESTIMATES that con¬ 
struction of 100 homes on 
the tract will return $36,000 
a year in taxes and fees to 
the city. 

On the other hand, 25 
apartments using the tract 
will produce $80,000 a year 
in taxes and fees, a differ¬ 
ence of $44,000. 

Toucshing on the 20 acre- 
feet of water which he of¬ 
fers, Nuetzel estimates this 
would amount to $600 a 
year. 

He stresses the fact that 
the city paid $24,450 for 3.2 
acres in Bailey Canyon for 
park purposes, whereas he 
offers five acres at no 
charge. The Bailey Cayon 
park property ran some 
$8,000 an acre, so the Nuet¬ 
zel park tract offered would 
be valued at $40,000 

His estimates covering 20 
years would provide the 
city with $1,052,000 more 
Income from apartments 
than that returnable from 
home construction, an aver¬ 
age of $52,000 annually.

INCIDENTALLY, both Bev¬ 
ington and Mayor Vannier 
had a bad time in Council 
Tuesday night. 

The SIERRA MADRE 
NEWS previously had dis¬ 
closed the mayor’s inten¬ 
tions of conducting a secret 
session of Council on the 
Nuetzel apartment house 
project. Coincidental with 
his desire to hand this “hot- 
potato” over to the people 
at a referendum election — 
at a useless expense and 
adding to the people’s tax 
burden when the city’s fi¬ 
nancial status is none too 
good. 

Any such secret meeting 
would have been a clearcut 
violation of the Brown Act 
which provides that such 
secret meetings are a crime 
and punishable by law. 

Mayor Vannier Tuesday 
night asked City Atty. Mar¬ 
tin for his interpretation of 
the Brown Act. Hizzoner got 
what he asked for — a de¬ 
tailed and lucid opinion that 
any secret meetings of 
Council at which action is 
determined is direct viola¬ 
tion of the law and so pun¬ 
ishable as a felony. Council 
may talk about their prob¬ 
lems but may not even so 
much as hint at action pre¬ 
liminarily. It may meet in 
secret session to consider 
personnel and salaries, but 
this is the only exception. 

BEVINGTON had a tough 
evening with reference to 
sidewalk and street repairs, 
a situation brought into 
focus by a photographic pre¬ 
sentation by Atty. Noren 
Eaton, and by the estimated 
greatly increased cost 
figures for the storm drain 
design for the Skyland Dr. 
Area. 

Atty. Eaton presented four 
photographs depicting wors¬ 
ening conditions on city 
streets and sidewalks. Two 
photos showed conditions In 
front of a business establish¬ 


ment and the others in front 
of a residence. 

Bevington admitted such 
conditions, contending that 
because of work entailed by 
flood 1 -mud conditions it has 
been impossible to make the 
ordinary and necessary 
street repairs. 

Council referred the photos 
to Public Works Supt. Cor¬ 
nelius A. Barkmeyer, indi¬ 
cating it was time to get go¬ 
ing on such repairs. 

BEVINGTON reported a 
drastically increased esti¬ 
mate in figures for the pro¬ 
posed storm drain installa¬ 
tion for the Skyland Dr. 
area. The N. Sunnyside in¬ 
stallation cost has been esti¬ 
mated at between $40,000 
and $45,000, and it was 
hoped to keep the Skyland 
Dr. cost at these figures. 

However, revised esti¬ 
mates for the Skylandl Dr. 
project indicate the cost will 
be between $55,000 and $60,- 
000. This would include an 
earth-filled debris dam and 
property for its location. 

COUNCIL again decided to 
have a float in the Tourna¬ 
ment of Roses New Year’s 
parade in Pasadena. 

A hearing on proposed 
zone changes on W. Sierra 
Madre Blvd. as suggested in 
the Don Jackson report and 
aimer at improving the com-

When be¬ 
sought by the centurion, 
Jesus replied, “I will come 
and heal him.” The cen¬ 
turion answered and said, 
“Lord I am not worthy that 
Thou shouldest come under 
my roof: but speak the 
word only, and my servant 
shall be healed.” . . . And 
Jesus said unto the centu¬ 
rion, “Go thy way; and' as 
thou has believed, so be it 
done unto thee.” “And his 
his servant was healed in 
the selfsame hour.” (8:6-8, 
13).

More Data 
on Absentee 
Balloting 

To correct and further 
clarify two provisions for 
absentee balloting, the fol¬ 
lowing information is pre¬ 
sented : 

Absentee ballots, (not ap¬ 
plications) must be in the 
hands of the Registrar of 
Voters, 808 N. Spring St., Los 
Angeles, 12, not later than 
the close of business on June 
2, three days prior to elec¬ 
tion. This is a new law 
passed by the 1961 State 
Legislature. 

Applications for absentee 
ballots may be submitted up 
to May 29, but the June 2 
deadline applies for the re¬ 
ceipt of absentee ballots. 

REGISTERED voters who 
have moved within the coun¬ 
ty within 54 days (not 15, as 
previously stated) prior to 
the election may return to 
their previous precincts to 
vote. If distance or transpor¬ 
tation present difficulties, 
voters then may use an ab¬ 
sentee ballot. 

For further information, 
voters may call the Registrar 
of Voters office, IMA 8-9211.

The first dinner-reunion of 
Sierra Madre's only military 
company, was held Monday

stallations and the state in¬ 
stitution at Chino. 

The Sierra Madre unit was 
organized and trained by 
Col. Walter D. Thurber, then 
a first lieutenant on the 
staff of Col. Hastie. He was 
later assigned to organize 
and train a company in San 
Marino. The first field ex¬ 
perience of the unit was an 
overnight bivouac at Santa 
Anita race track where they 
slept in the stables as a part 
of the Foothill Regiment in 
a two-day field regimental 
training. Thurber was suc¬ 
ceeded as commanding offi¬ 
cer here by Capt. Art Em- 
tee.
